Scenes of Lincoln's Birthplace. 
The cabin in which Lincoln was born 
Is yet in existence, though it has been 
taken north for show purposes and is 
now stored in a Connecticut basement. 
It has been purchased and will be re­ 
turned to the spot on the farm where 
it originally stood. 
The entire place 
will be*made to look as much as possi­ 
ble as it did when the boy Lincoln was 
there. The famous Rock spring, from 
which the farm 
obtained 
its early 
name, will be rescued from the hog 
wallow into which neglect has permit­ 
ted It to descend. 
The land Itself Is 
uterile enough, but is not without nat­ 
ural beauties. 
A stream called Nolln 
creek flows through it, on the banks 
of which little Abe played. 
The hills 
are there as they were when he trudg­ 
ed over them, and all about the region 
is eloquent of his early associations. 
The centenary of Lincoln's birth oc­ 
curs on Feb. 12, 1009, less than three 
years hence, and before that dite It Is 
hoped to have ‘‘this little model farm 
that raised a man,” as Mark Twain so 
well puts it. ready for the visit of the 
thousands w ho will go to that and oth­ 
er points connected with the life of the 
m artyr president. 
From the farm to 
iAncoln's tomb at Springfield, 111., is 
only a comparatively short journey of 
a few hundred miles.

Ample provisions have al­ 
ready been made for the public care of 
the monument and home at Springfield.

In addition to roplncing the cabin 
and caring for the spring, the farm 
will be sowed in blue grass, at least 
one monument will be erected, and a 
building for a historical museum will 


come increasingly sacred with the pas

Lincoln's amiable disposition. 
There 
is one other record of his having been 
In a fight, and it is worth noting that 
he again came out ahead. 
The truth is that Abraham Lincoln's 
early poverty was due to his environ­ 
ment rather than to any especial dere­ 
liction on the part of his father, as so 
many historians have claimed. 
It 
should be noted that there are many 
points in common between the father 
and son. 
Both were inveterate story 
tellers, both were popular, boilew ere 
inclined to rove and did not like phys­ 
ical lubor too well. l>otli were poor all 
their lives, both had a deep religious 
substratum, both were men of peace, 
but could defend themselves 
if occa­ 
sion required, both were democratic in 
their attitudes toward other people, and 
both were sturdy types of American 
manhood. 
Abe’s mother was a bright, high mind­ 
ed girl, something of a dreamer per­ 
haps, but one of those sweet natured 
women with an indefinable spiritual 
quality 
that inspired 
respect 
even 
among the rough frontiersmen. 
Little 
Abe’s sister, Nancy, was several years 
his senior and had been born in the 
hovel at Elizabethtown. 
The Lincoln farm, to which the Lin­ 
colns, with their baby girl, moved a 
century ago, is situated about two 
miles from Hudgensville, then In Ilar- 
dln. but now in Larue county. 
Rock 
spring was famous throughout the re­ 
gion, and near its clear waters Thomas 
Lincoln .built his one room log cabin. 
It had but one window and one door. 
The window was covered with glazed 
paper, and the door was hung on leath­ 
er hinges. A great chimney was built 
at one end of the cabin, and the open 
wood fire which glowed In the mouth 
of this was utilized for heat, cooking 
and light. The natural clay served for 
a floor. A frame set into the walls and 
held tip by a fork answered for a bed, 
with dried leaves as a mattress and 
skins for a covering 
Puncheon stools 
and table completed the furniture. 
When young Abraham was about 
four years of age the Lincolns left the 
Rock spring farm and moved fifteen 
miles distant to a plaoe on Knob creek. 


where they remained till he was 
when they migrated again, this time to 
Indiana. It was in Knob creek that the 
hoy almost lost his life, but not in 
Nolin crock, a« is sometimes errone­ 
ously stated. It Is probable also that 
when in later life President Lincoln 
spoke affectionately of his Kentucky 
home and expressed a desire to revisit 
it he referred to the Knob cn*ek farm 
rather than to his birthplace, though be 
may have had both in mind. 


A National Shrine. 
One of the most exciting things about 
a country boy’s life in those days was 
going to mill. That to which Thomas 
Lincoln sent his grists was situated 
about five inilos from tin* Rock spring 
farm, and he patronized it even after 
moving to Knob creek. The milling 
was usually attended to by Abe, who 
would throw' a sack of corn or wheat 
across the old horse, climb on behind 
and trudge off in the morning to re­ 
main all day waiting for the grist.to tie 
ground. It is probable that at such 
times and when on hunting trips he 
often revisited the farm on which be 
was born. However that may lie, it Is 
the birthplace in which the American 
people are interested, and it is here 
that they are to establish a national 
shrine. 
Thomas Lincoln sohl this little stony 
farm of lit) acres to a man by the 
name of Creal. The reason for the sale 
was that Lincoln could not pay for it. 
He was not a very thrifty man, spent 
much of his time In hunting and tell­ 
ing “yarns,” and with the little corn 
and wheat he could raise on the place 
and the few' odd jobs of carpentering 
he got to do it was hard to make both 
ends meet. It was so bard. In fact, that 
Tom Lincoln never succeeded In get­ 
ting a clear title to any of the many 
farms on which he lived. 
The Rock spring place remained in 
the hands of the Creal family for sev­ 
enty years, after which it was bought 
by A. W. Dennett, a wealthy restau 
rant man, who designed making a park 
of it, but was prevented from doing so 
by financial reverses. 
It was next 
bought by Rev. 
J. W. Bingham, a Meth­ 
odist minister, who took the old Lin­ 
coln cabin to the Nashville exposition 
and afterward sold it to a show com­ 
pany that displayed it in various north­ 
ern cities. 
I t is evident that Mr. Bingham did 
not keep the place up, for recently it 
was advertised to be sold for taxes. 
This announcement was noted in the 
country papers, but beyond this creat­ 
ed litlle comment. 
In some way it 
reached the attention of Robert J. Col­ 
lier, however, and he realized its sig­ 
nificance. 
It also caused an enterpris­ 
ing firm of distillers in Louisville to sit 
up and take notice. They decided that 
a brand of firewater known as “Lin­ 
coln Birthplace Whisky" ought to be a 
good seller, and they decided to gath­ 
er in that little farm for advertising 
purposes. 
So confident were they of 
being able to do so that they had their 
labels printed in advance. 
A Dream That Never Came True. 
At the time of the sale Richard Lloyd 
Jones of Collier’s hied himself to Eliza­ 
bethtown, Ivy. 
In the village hotel lie 
found a couple of representatives of 
the Louisville distillers w ho were sam­ 
pling other brands of their wares and 
as a result unfolded to Mr. Jones their 
plans. 
They celebrated their prospec­ 
tive coup not wisely, but too well, for 
they Indulged so long that they over­ 
slept. 
Mr. Jones arose early and stole 
a march. Going to Hodgensville, he in­ 
duced the man who had the sale in 
charge to get busy before 2 o’clock. 
The representatives of the distillery 
had not yet appeared on the scene, 
and Mr. Jones watched anxiously for 
the cloud of dust that would herald 
their coming. 
Wheu the property wnis 
put up at auction there were present 
as bidders a Wisconsin Grand Army 
veteran, who lost interest after the 
price of $2,500 had been reached; a 
northern newspaper man, who dropped 
out at |3,000; a New York lawyer, who 
struck Ins limit at $3,200, and a Louis­ 
ville attorney, who was overcome by 
weariness when the bidding reached 
$3,500. 
Mr. Jones got the property. 
With the papers safe in his inside 
pocket he startl'd back to Elizabeth­ 
town. 
On the way he met the two 
LtmtsvtBe men, wbo were lugging the 
remainder of their load; also their 
dream of “Lincoln Birthplaee Whisky,” 
a dream fortunately that was never to 
come true. 
That Abraham Lincoln, born in a one 
room log cabin on a sterile Kentucky 
farm, should have risen to be the 
savior of his nation and an inspiration 
to all mankind is one of the strange 
romances in the history of the race. 
There is nothing that quite equals It 
since the birth in a manger of the orig­ 
inal “Man of Sorrows.” 
A Man That Does Things. 
One other strange thing is that Lin­ 
coln’s career should have made such an 
appeal to Robert J. Collier. It show's 
just how universal and all Inclusive 
was the great souled liberator. For au 
environment more radically different 
than that which surrounded these two 
men it would be hard to imagine. Col­ 
lier’s father is a New' York millionaire 
publisher. The son was educated at 
Georgetown university, at Oxford, Eng­ 
land, and at Harvard. He married the 
daughter of James J. Van Alen, au- 
other millionaire. Collier moves in the 
highest society of New York and New- 
port, is a crack polo player, rides to 
hounds am! affects the other sports In­ 
dulged in by the Four Hundred. But 
that he does tilings is shown by the 
manner in which he is handling the 
publication of which he is now the ac­ 
tive manager. It is also evidenced by 
the fact that he was the moving spirit 
behind the fi bt made In his paper ou 
Judge Deuel and Colonel Mann of 
Town Topics, which recently culmi­ 
nated In one of the most sensational 
suits ever tried before the New York 
courts.

— President 
Roosevelt has again intervened as a 
peat'cmaker between the coal miners 
and operators, a nd as the result of a 
letter addressed by him to John Mitch­ 
ell, president of the Fnited Mine Work­ 
ers. a national convention of the U. M. 
W. will be held March 15 to try to 
reach an agreement w ith the soft coal 
operators, in the hope of averting the 
threatened strike of April 1 In the 
bituminous coal fields. The president’s 
letter and* the announcement that the 
national convention would be called 
were made public by Mitchell after a 
long conference with Francis L. Rob­ 
bins, president of the Pittsburg Coal 
company ahd chairman of the bitu­ 
minous operators. The president’s let­ 
ter to Mitchell is dated Washington. 
Feb. 24th, and says; 


N otes the S itu atio n w ith C oncern. 
“Sir—I note with very great concern 
the failure of your late convention on 
the joint interstate agreement to eome 
to a basis of settlement of 
the bitu­ 
minous mining scale of wages. 
You 
In this business have enjoyed a great 
Industrial

years, 
thanks to the joint trade agreement 
that has resulted in the action of your 
successive conventions. 


Up to B obbins and M itchell. 
“A strike such as is threatened on 
April 1 is a menace to tlie peace and 
general welfare of the country. I urge 
you to make a further effort to avoid 
•uch a calamity. 
You and Mr. Rob­ 
bins are joint chairmen of the trade 
agreement committee of the National 
Civic Federation, and it seems to me 
that this Imposes additional duty upon 
you both and gives an additional rea­ 
son why each of you should join in 
making a further effort.” 


W ill M eet on M arch 15. 
The conference did not adjourn un­ 
til nearly 8 p. in., when Mitchell an­ 
nounced that after the reading Presi­ 
dent Roosevelt’s letter it was agreed 
both by himself and the operators that 
the nafional 
convention should be 
called. 
The date of the meeting will 
be March 15. 
The negotiations for 
an agreement between the hard coal 
workers and the anthracite operators 
have been progressing smoothly to all 
outward appearances.

w here it began fo rm ing and is no w 
w ithin fo ur and a half mile" fro m 
Sterling. 
N o t m uch fear is ap p re­ 
hended, ho w ev er, th a t the go rge will 
again reach Sterling. 
T h ere are no 
a p p a re nt changes in the co nditio n o f 
affairs at S terling to day and an ef­ 
fo rt is being m ade to rep air so m e o f 
th e dam ag e do ne Sunday and the 
day s p rev io us by th e high w ate r and 
ice. 
T h e ice has been ru nning in the 
riv er at Dixo n all day y esterday and 
to day , b u t th e cakes are ne t large. 
This ice is co m ing fro m m a ny m iles 
up the riv er and will p ro bably 
i’o lit­ 
tle dam age. 
D istractio n o f B ridge 
T he S terling G azette giv es the fo l­ 
lo w ing descrip tio n o f the destructio n 
o f th e A v enue G bridge in th a t city 
Sunday : 
T he destructio n o f th e A v enue G 
bridge Sunday no o n was a sight th a t 
will no t so o n be fo rgo tten by tho se 
who w itnessed it, and it was a sight 
unlikely to be rep eated in tb isw icin- 
ity . 
W hen the m asses o f ice raised 
ag a inst th e flo o r o f th e stru c tu re , th e 
bridge -was raised inch by jn< h inti! 
it was to rn lo o se fro m the ab u tm ents 
and the p iers, and then m o v ed as 
tho ugh it had been p laced o n a p o n­ 
dero us p o nto o n. 
Two o f th e "p ans 
were carried a distance o f sev enty - 
fiv e feet, and th en ap p eared to - trik e 
so m e o bstructio n and "to p p ed. Two 
o f th e o th e r sp ans w ere carrie d do w n 
the riv er and lo dged In th e center 
o f th e stre a m a t a p o int o p r (¡site 
Jo h n B ressler’s farm , and th e tw o re­ 
m aining sp ans lo dged abo ut eighty 
ro ds w est o f th e bridge o n th e ©id 
fair gro unds. 
T he th re e sp ans o n the so uth side 
are a t different p o ints in th e riv er; 
o ne sp an being do wn th e riv er ab o u t 
sixty ro ds and th e e th e r two betw een 
th e site o f th e bridge and th e "p an 
fu rth e st do w n th e riv er. J u s t w h at 
is th e co nditio n o f the s tru c tu re can­ 
no t be learned a t p resent. It is be­ 
liev ed th a t the dam ag e do ne to th e 
sp ans is no t v ery great, and th ere 
are so m e who believ e th a t $25 ,000 
o r $30,000 will be needed to co v er 
th e co st o f rep lacing th e sp ans and 
th e tu b u la r p i-ers. 


W ill R ebuild Bridge. 


It ap p ears to be th e general senti­ 
m ent to day th a t the bridge sho uld be 
rep laced, and th e re are so m e who be­ 
liev e th a t th e q uestio n o f raising th e 
necessary funds sho uld be v o ted up o n 
as so o n as p o ssible. 
Since 'h e stru c­ 
tu re h as been erected it h as greatly 
reliev ed th e heav y traffic o n th e F irs t 
av enue bridge, and it has beco m e a 
necessity to th e city o f Sterling and 
th e su rro u nding co untry . Many 
o f 
th e influential citizens, business m en 
and o th e rs who w ere seen to day , be­ 
liev e in th e rep lacing o f th e s tru c tu re 
as so o n as p o ssible. 
They claim th a t 
it is no w a necessity , and sho uld be | 
built at th e sam e p lace and be m ade 
b etter th a n befo re. 
It was a stro ng, 
su b stantia l bridge, b u t no th ing co uld 
hav e w ithsto o d the fo rces o f na tu re 
w hen tu rne d lo o se in all o f its p o w er 
and fury . 
T he fo rces o f na tu re w ere 
sim p ly to o p o w erful fo r th e bridge, 
and if th e sam e strain o r o ne-half o f 
th e strain had been fo rced ag ainst 
th e F irs t av enue bridge the stru c­ 
tu re wo uld hav e go ne the saine way , 
and the co nditio ns wo uld h av e been 
the sam e if the p o w er had been h u r l­ 
ed ag ainst th e “ Q“ bridge. The de­ 
stru ctio n o f th e bridge was no t th e 
fault o f th e co nstructio n, in fact it 
was no t the fault o f any o ne. but th e 
result o f co m binatio n o f circ u m sta n­ 
ces w hen it tu rned its fo rces into a 
gigantic p o wer. 


T he G o rge at Co mo . 
T he residents in th e v icinity o f 
Ly ndo n, P ro p h etsto w n and E rie hav e 
no use o f th e bridges sp anning Ro ck 
riv er a t tho se p o ints. 
The ap p ro ach ­ 
es are su rro u nded w ith w ater and it 
is im p o ssible to get o n the bridges. 
The bridges, ho w ev er, are in no dan­ 
ger o f go ing o ut as th e j are built 
high and th e b anks o f the riv er are 
lo w, and in co nseq uence th e w ater 
sp reads o v er a v ast territo ry . A t P ro ­ 
p hetsto w n to day th e w ater ro se sev en 
inches and a t Ly ndo n abo ut th e sam e. 
D uring th e day in this city th e w ater 
ro se ab o u t six inches. 
T he ice go rge a t Co mo rem ains in­ 
tact and it is no w belibv ed th a t the 


? ru sh ing w aters a re cuting a 
new, 
! channel so uth o f th e go rge th ro u g h 
| th e farm s to th e bend o f the riv er a 
m ile west o f th e go rge. The w ater to ­ 
day did no t sp read o v er much g re a t­ 
er field so uth o f Co mo than it did 
y esterday , and it is fo r this reaso n 
th a t it is believ ed a new- channel is 
being cut. It is im p o ssible to determ ­ 
ine w hether a channel is being fo rced 
o w ing to the fact th at it is im p o s­ 
sible to get w ithin two miles o f the 
p lace fro m e ith er side o f the riv er. 
T he go rge extends fro m the Geo rge 
C ulp farm west o f Co mo to the site 
o f the o ld Co mo Mill, being ab o u t a 
m ile in length. 
G reat 
dam age has 
been do ne to fences and o ut standing 
buildings o n th e farm s so uth o f Co ­ 
mo .
